This year Harpeth Hall 
has adopted a new test-day 
policy in which tests may be 
given on any day of the 
week. 

Last year, teachers could 
give tests only on assigned 
test days. For example, 
math tests could only be 
given on Mondays. 

The new policy further 
states that no student must 
take more than two tests per 
day, but this policy does not 
include papers. A paper may 
be dueon the day of two 
scheduled tests. 

During the last week of 
the quarter, the old test day 
schedule applies, so that no 
student will have two eight- 


weeks tests on the same day. 

Mrs. Susan Baughman 
said that there were three 
reasons for the change. 

First, the new policy allows 
teachers to teach at their 
own paces without having to 
rush through sections or 
waste valuable class time. 
Secondly, in college it is likely 
a student will have two tests 
on one day, and Harpeth Hall 
is a college-preparatory 
school. Lastly, some 
members of the faculty felt 
that the old policy promoted 
poor study habits, in that 
students frequently delayed 
studying for a subject until 
the night before the test. 

Mrs. Baughman also 


pointed out that "most 
schools do no not have test 
days." The faculty voted on 
the idea and Mr. Tad Wert 
said that while "the vote was 
not unanimous, there was a 
majority." 

The faculty assures the 
students that they will be 
flexible when conflicts arise. 
Senior Elena Langfitt asserts, 
"I think test days are not a 
very good idea. In college 
there are no test days, and 
you need to be prepared for 
the way college works. 

When there are no test days, 
it helps you budget your time 
much better."

avoid these penalties, 
especially when parents 
approved of an absence and 
the school did not. 

Mrs. Susan Baughman 
said she changed last year's 
policy because she felt that 
too much of the responsibility 
for absences rested with her. 
"I was in a difficult posit ion to 
judge the importance and 
validity of reasons." The old 
absentee policy stated that 
students who missed school 
with acknowledgement but 
without approval had to 
make up all work before she 
left or on the day she 
returned. The student would 
also receive a detention for 
each day or partial day 
missed. 

The new policy states, "If 
one day or part of a day is

No rest days without test

We would like to protest 
the eradication of the former 
Harpeth Hall test-day policy 
because we believe that a 
predictable schedule of test 
days benefits students and 
teachers alike. 

Harpeth Hall is a college- 
preparatory school, not a 
college. Unlike the college 
student who attends only two 
to three classes a day, the 
average HH student remains 
on campus from 8:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m. HH girls simply do 
not have enough hours in the 
day to complete homework 
and study for more than one 
test. The prospect of having 
a Calculus test, an American 
History test, and an English 
theme due on the same day 
is mind-boggling. 


Furthermore, we feel that 
if HH wants us to take on the 
responsibility of college 
students, we want college- 
student privileges. Maybe 
Souby should just allow us to 
eat lunch off campus every 
day and attend classes only 
when we need the extra help! 

Thirdly, we find it 
unrealistic to expect teachers 
to juggle every student's 
schedules with their own. 

For example, if six girls have 
more than two tests on one 
day, the teacher will have to 
arrange a time with each 
individual student to make up 
the test. We know that 
teachers do not have time to 
waste in that manner. Dr.

We are writing to explain 
why we approve of the end of 
the test-day policy. 

First, Harpeth Hall is a 
college-preparatory school. 
What is the use of being 
pampered with test days 
when colleges do not have 
them? We may not be in 
college yet, but this does not 
mean we should not be 
prepared. Would it not be 
better to learn to deal with 
the added stress and work of 
having more than one test on 
a particular day now, rather 
than later? 

Even with test days, 
students who took two 
courses in the same subject 
often had two tests on one 
day and they survived. 

Also, having test days did 
not necessarily prevent 
teachers from giving major 
quizzes on the days of 
another teacher's test day. 
These quizzes can require 
just as much studying on 
tests.

on the same day. 

It is also beneficial not to 
have test days because 
taking tests over recently 
completed material is easier 
than waiting another week for 
the right test day. Taking a 
test over material covered 
three or more days ago is 
difficult because often the 
student gets the new and old 
material confused. Without 
test days the information on 
the test will be fresh in the 
student's mind, and she may 
not need to study as long. 

Students should give this 
new policy a chance. It may 
prove to be less troublesome 
in the long run than the old 
test-day policy.

missed, all work must be 
made up on the day of 
return. If more than one day 
is missed, all work must be 
made up within the second 
day of return." Teachers are 
not responsible for helping 
students make up work, and 
students may stay after 
school if necesary to 
complete missed work. Girls 
do not have to make up 
missed labs, but they are 
responsible for the material 
covered in them. The new 
policy is also more specific 
about which absences fall 
under "extraordinary 
occasions" and can be 
excused. 

Junior Anitha Anandaiah 
said, "The absentee policy is 
definetely improved but it still 
could be better. If a student 
is gone for a long time, two 
days is not enough time to 
make up all the work. If the 
teachers do not care when 
students make up work, why 


should the administration?" 
Junior Naomi Lamor 
disagrees: "I think the policy 
is great because it makes 
people take responsibility for 
their actions. It should not be 
too lenient because many 
students do not make up 
their work at all." 

The new absentee policy 
still includes many of last 
year's policy's rules and 
guidelines. For example, if a 
student is sick, the teachers 
are still required to help her 
make up what she missed, 
but she has more time to 
make up missed work. Also, 
absences taken without the 
knowledge of a student's 
parents are still unexcused 
and serious infractions of the 
rules. 

Mrs. Baughman hopes "to 
teach students to be 
accountable and 
responsible." She believes 
"the new rules will teach this 
more so than the ones in the 
past."

On Wilderness Ventures, girl 
sleeps in snow and lives

This summer from July 1 
to August 16, I took a total of 
six showers, hiked over 140 
miles with a 45 pound 
backpack, and gained an 
incredible appreciation for 
soap and detergent. These 
were some of the less difficult 
aspects of a program called 
Wilderness Ventures. 

The trip started in 
Jackson Hole, Wyoming in 
the Grand Tetons, and 
continued throughout the 
Spanish Peaks, the North 
Cascades, Olympic Beach in 
Washington, the Deschutes 
River and the Three Sisters 
Wilderness in Oregon. 

I was in a group of 30 
teenagers and six counselors 
from all over the world. 

During the six weeks, we 
switched back and forth 
between the backcountry and 
the frontcountry. 

Frontcountry is civilization. 

We stayed in campsites and 
"prepped" ourselves for the 
next backcountry trip. 
Frontcountry was an 
opportunity to do our laundry, 
take showers, receive mail, 
and grocery shop for food for 
the next week. Every two or 
three days, we would enter 
the backcountry and hike for 
five to six days. In the 


backcountry, we only carried 
equiptment to warm us, 
waterproof us, or feed us. 

We learned how to tie 
bear ropes to protect our 
food from predators, how to 
purify our water for safe 
drinking, and how to exist in 
the wilderness while making 
little or no impact on the 
environment. 

In the backcountry, 
common ailments included 
altitude sickness, intestinal 
spasms due to eating 
uncooked meat, heat 
sickness during the day, 
hypothermia at night, and 
blisters on the feet. 

The highlight of the trip was 
climbing Mount Ranier in 
Washington. The snow¬ 
capped peak stands ai 
14,410 feet. We woke up at 
11:30 p.m. to climb the last 
4000 feet by the glow of 
headlamps. Climbing during 
the day would be dangerous 
because the sun could melt 
the snow and we could have 
been buried by avalanches. 

One of our favorite forms 
of entertainment this summer 
was glissading, skiing down 
a snowy mountain in our 
hiking boots! 

Besides requiring 
endurance and skill, 
Wilderness Ventures 


required openness within the group's needs above one's 
group, a positive attitude, own.

even begin to explore, and 
majestic monuments 
depicting heros of the past 
filled our days and nights. 

We learned how to eat in 
Parisian cafes and how to 
cross the street without 
getting run over. We spent a 
day at Versailles and were 
lucky enough to see the 
finish of the Tour de France. 

After a week, we left Paris 
with aching feet and drove to 
Reims. There we visited the 
famous Reims Cathedral 
where the French kings were 
crowned and a huge Piper- 
Heidsieck champagne cellar. 

The next day we drove 
over the border into 
Germany. We stopped, first, 
in Heidelberg to see the 
celebrated Heidelberger 
Schloss and then in the 
genuinely medieval town of 
Rothenberg ob der Jauber. 
Both were filled with narrow 
cobble- stone streets, slanted 
old houses, and window 
boxes full of bright flowers. 
Finally we reached my 
grandparents' house in 
Braunschweig where we 
stayed for the next three 
weeks. 

From Braunschweig, we 
drove to Berlin. The two 
days that we spent there 
were the most exciting ones 
of the entire trip. Crossing 
the former border between 
eastern and western 
Germany was an experience 
in itself. All the guard towers 
stood abandoned, looming 
like ghost towns. We spent 
the first day in Petershagen, 
the small suburb where my 
mother was born. 

The next day we went to 
see what was left of the 
famous Berlin Wall. The last 
time I had been there was 
many years ago, but I 
remembered that wall. I 
remember looking over it and 
seeing a bleak mine field and 
dark buildings with barred 
windows in the distance. But 
on this day, I stepped through 
the holes in that same wall. I 
walked along the path where 
the guards had once paced 
with their watch dogs, and I 
stood where others once 
would have died to stand. 

Later we drove back to 
peaceful Braunschweig, past 
the abandoned "Checkpoint 
Charlie," past the small East 
German cars driving easily 
back and forth over a fading 
border, and I thought, "So 
this is what freedom is."

New laws help 
environment

The Tennessee Environmental Council reports that the 
Tennessee General Assembly has passed legislation to solve 
pressing environmental issues: 

**Tennessee Hazardous Waste Reduction Act of 1990 : 

This law sets a goal of reducing the aggregate level of 
hazardous waste generated within Tennessee by 25 percent 
by June 30, 1995. It requires that hazardous waste-reduction 
plans be prepared by companies that generate hazardous 
waste. 

**Underground Storage Tanks: 

This law imposes a new tax, called an environmental 
assurance fee, of .4 cents per gallon on petroleum products 
imported into Tennessee, payable monthly. The money will be 
available to help clean up leaking underground storage tanks. 
**Landfills: 

This law forbids the issuance of a permit for a solid, or 
hazardous-waste landfill within two miles of a Class II, or 
small, scenic river. 

**Wildflowers: 

This law directs the Department of Transportation to institute 
a wildflower preservation and propagation project with 
emphasis on the wild iris, the state flower.

** Recycling: 

This law prohibits anyone from selling plastic bottles or 
containers after July 1, 1991, unless the container is 
apprpriately labeled with a number from one to seven. Each 
number, as specified by law, represents a different type of 
plastic. Use of these numbers will better promote recycling of 
plastic containers. 

**Biodegradable balloons: 

This law prohibits the release of more than 25 balloon which 
are not biodegradable and are filled with helium or otter 
substances which cause them to float.
